The prior art further fails 
to teach an upwardly extending support structure for allowing a user to access the 
substantially horizontal portion from a ground surface. The prior art also fails to teach 
the portions detachably coupled to one another. Note the remarks filed 07/02/07, 
specifically under the heading "Allowable Subject Matter", as well as the declaration of 
Forrest Phillips overcoming rejections under Gouchourian.
